Exhibit  A — Statement  of  Condition  presents  fairly  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  at  the  close 
of  business  December  31,  1957.  We  do  comment  on  specific  items  con- 
tained therein  as  follows : 


Current  Assets: 

Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  were  reconciled  with  bank  deposits 
and  withdrawals.  We  examined  cancelled  checks  for  all  disbursements. 
All  bank  balances  at  December  31,  1957  were  confirmed  by  direct  cor- 
respondence with  the  depositories.  Cash  on  hand  was  counted  by  us  on 
January  3,  1957.  Exhibit  A — Schedule  1 reflects  the  changes  during 
the  year  1957  in  Reserve  Cash,  which  is  invested  in  sundry  savings  bank 
accounts. 

The  Association  expended  $7,049.00  for  relief  purposes  during  the 
year  1957,  as  compared  with  $8,415.03  for  the  preceding  year. 

Other  Funds:  $7,604.00. 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed  that 
they  held  in  safe  keeping  as  of  January  2,  1958  certificate  #568  represent-

ing  672.69  shares  of  Massachusetts  Life  Fund.  The  increase  in  the  number 
of  shares  was  partially  caused  by  a stock  split  of  2 for  1 on  March  1,  1957. 
The  market  value  of  the  shares  at  December  31,  1957  was  $11,812.44. 

Investments:  $ 396,316.51 . 

The  securities  owned  and  income  thereof  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  a 
separate  report  submitted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  All  of 
the  securities  and  savings  bank  books  listed  therein  were  examined  by  us 
in  the  presence  of  two  Trustees  on  December  27,  1957  at  the  vaults  of 
Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company.  All  income  was  properly 
accounted  and  was  traced  to  depository  banks. 

Investments  in  Plants:  $51)0,603.10. 

There  were  no  changes  in  these  accounts  during  the  year  1957. 
Insurance  of  $449,220.00  is  carried  on  the  building  and  contents.  We 
noted  that  the  Association  signed  an  agreement  to  sell  the  land  and  build- 
ing to  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company  and  that  the  agreement  was 
ratified  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Members  held  on  April  17,  1957. 
A deposit  of  $10.00  made  by  the  purchaser  is  included  in  the  Current 
Liabilities. 


Current  Liabilities:  $8,760.58. 

In  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  all  liabilities  for  current  operations 
as  at  December  31,  1957  were  recorded  on  the  books  of  account. 

Loss  From  Operations:  $15,204-. 93. 

The  operating  loss  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1957  is  set  forth 
in  detail  in  Exhibit  B hereof. 

General  Comments: 

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally-accepted 
auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  operations 
and  such  other  procedures  as  we  deemed  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  Statement  of  Condition  and  related 
statements  of  Profit  and  Loss  and  Surplus  present  fairly  the  financial 
position  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  as  at 
December  31,  1957  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then 
ended  in  accordance  with  generally-accepted  accounting  principles  con- 
sistently applied.

To  the 
original  fund  of  $8,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Charles  R.  McLean,  there 
has  been  added  capital  gain  of  $100  and  unexpended  income  of  $2,947.97. 
The  income  is  to  be  used  for  scholarship  payments  for  worthy  sons  of  mem- 
bers or  past  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Associa- 
tion in  any  department  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 

Exhibit  D reflects  the  fund  in  charge  of  the  Trustees.  Funds  unre- 
stricted as  to  income  are  to  be  used  in  maintaining  the  charitable  work 
of  the  Association  in  accordance  with  the  bylaws  of  the  Association.  The 
Charles  R.  McLean  Fund,  which  is  restricted,  is  commented  upon  in  the 
preceding  paragraph.  For  statistical  purposes  this  Exhibit  is  presented 
in  comparative  form. 

Exhibit  D — Schedule  1 — presents  an  Analysis  of  General  Charity 
Fund. 

In  our  opinion,  Exhibit  A fairly  presents  the  financial  position  of  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  Fund  held  by  the 
Trustees  as  at  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1957,  and  the  related 
statements  of  Income  and  Disbursements  present  the  result  of  operations 
for  the  year  ended  on  that  date.

January  15,  1958. 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 
Boston,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

That  another  year  has  passed  since  I read  my  annual  message  to  you 
last  January  hardly  seems  possible.  However,  another  active  year  has 
now  been  added  to  the  life  span  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association. 

As  you  will  remember,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  last  year  you 
authorized  me  to  do  two  things: 

First  — to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company 
of  America  an  agreement  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the  Mechanic’s 
Building.  That  was  done  in  1957. 

Second  — to  deliver  a deed  for  all  the  real  property  for  the  sum  of 
$800,000.  That  deed  was  signed  and  delivered  on  January  2,  1958, 
for  which  we  received  a certified  check  for  $740,000.  This  had  been 
deposited  in  the  regular  account  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association. 

You  will  note  herewith  a difference  in  price  of  $60,000,  which  is 
accounted  for  in  the  following  manner.  It  was  required  by  the  Prudential 
Insurance  Company  that  $50,000  be  invested  by  this  Association  in 
Government  Bonds,  payable  to  Prudential,  to  safeguard  the  possibility 
of  unpaid  taxes  by  this  Association.  Due  to  the  fluctuation  in  bond  prices 
Prudential  withheld  the  $60,000  until  they  purchase  the  bonds.  After  the 
bonds  are  purchased  the  difference  between  purchase  price  and  $60,000 
will  be  returned  to  the  Association. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  now  working  on  the  investment  of  the 
$740,000  for  the  Association. 

At  the  time  of  the  deed  transaction  I also  signed  a lease  for  two  years 
and  364  days  with  the  Prudential  Company  for  the  rental  of  this  building 
for  $2,000  per  month.  This  can  be  terminated  by  either  party  by  giving 
six  months  notice.  The  Mechanic  Association  will  continue  to  operate 
the  building  as  heretofore.  In  the  event  of  a loss  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
Prudential  will  reimburse  the  Association  for  the  amount  of  the  loss. 
Your  officers  feel  that  the  terms  of  the  lease  are  very  fair  to  all  concerned. 

The  Planning  Committee,  whose  function  is  to  make  plans  for  the 
future  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association,  has  had 
several  meetings  and  discussed  various  plans.  To  find  a suitable  plan  in 
keeping  with  the  heritage  of  the  past,  and  of  seventy-six  years  in  this 
building,  yet  with  a vision  for  the  future  is  not  one  to  be  found  easily  or 
quickly.  Yet  we  are  confident  that  some  such  plan  will  be  evolved. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Planning  Committee,  Board  of  Government, 
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Finance  and  Building  Committees  has  given  me  deep  satisfaction.  The 
constant  and  most  reliable  help  of  Percy  C.  Bond  as  Secretary,  George 
Laing  as  Building  Manager,  Miss  Horn  as  Assistant  Building  Manager 
and  Carroll  Tiffany,  loyal  Vice-President,  has  been  most  heart-warming. 
Without  them  I could  never  have  carried  on  my  duties  as  your  President. 
To  each  of  them  and  to  each  of  you  may  I say  — Thank  You!

Dear  Mr.  Dixon: 

The  sale  of  the  building  makes  this  annual  letter  little  more  than  a 
look  backward.  Our  financial  statement  for  1957  is  neither  better  nor 
worse  than  expected  and  proves  the  wisdom  of  disposing  of  the  real  estate 
of  the  Association.  The  property  has  served  the  Association  well  but  had 
become  outmoded  and  tax  burdened.  We  were  more  than  fortunate  that 
the  Prudential  development  came  along  when  it  did. 

How  much  longer  we  will  be  here  is  problematical  but  under  the  terms 
of  our  lease  we  will  be  operating  as  we  have  in  the  past.  We  will  continue 
therefore  to  depend  on  you  and  your  Board  of  Government  for  advice 
and  cooperation  during  the  remainder  of  our  occupancy. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Miss  Horn,  Mr.  Bond,  and  the 
building  employees  for  their  continuing  assistance.

Laing;  four  Trustees,  Lars  A.  Svensson,  Stewart  P.  Lynch, 
Stephen  G.  Nichols,  George  A.  Graff;  three  members  of  the 
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Committee  of  Relief,  Merton  P.  Ellis,  Fred  K.  Rogers,  Fred 
R.  Small;  and  one  Trustee  of  the  Charity  Fund,  Ralph  L. 
Whitcomb. 


12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

The  President  informed  the  members  that  the  Board  of 
Government  at  their  last  meeting  voted  to  present  to  the 
Association  a progress  report  of  the  Planning  Committee. 
The  President  asked  Ralph  L.  Whitcomb  to  read  this  report: 


PROGRESS  OF  PLANNING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Planning  Committee  has  held  four  meetings  since  being  appointed 
in  September  of  1956.  If  nothing  else  these  meetings  have  indicated  that 
the  Association  has  a real  problem  in  charting  a definite  course  for  the 
future. 

The  principal  questions  discussed  were  those  of  future  quarters  for 
the  Association  and  new  interests  to  replace  that  held  by  the  operation 
of  the  building.  Several  properties  were  looked  at  and  some  thought  given 
to  the  construction  of  a new  facility.  To  have  income  producing  taxable 
property  or  tax  free  non-income  producing  property  was  considered  at 
some  length.  However,  it  was  generally  agreed  that  it  would  be  better 
judgment  to  establish  an  activity  to  house,  rather  than  try  to  fit  an  activity 
to  a specific  building.  Further  investigation  revealed  that  temporary 
quarters  could  be  arranged  at  short  notice  in  a choice  of  several  hotels 
for  a moderate  rental.  Such  accommodations  while  only  of  short  duration 
would  supply  all  necessary  services  plus  facilities  for  quarterly  meetings. 
So  much  for  the  housing  problem. 

The  other  main  subject  of  discussion  was  that  of  an  activity  to  interest 
at  least  as  many  of  the  members  as  now  feel  responsible  for  the  continua- 
tion of  the  Association.  First  consideration  on  this  subject  was  that 
regardless  of  what  line  of  action  we  might  engage  we  must  not  lose  our 
identity  as  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association.  The 
background  and  heritage  of  the  Association  since  the  time  of  its  organiza- 
tion is  too  rich  historically  to  become  buried  by  some  newly  acquired 
interest.  A second  consideration  was  that  so  far  as  possible  any  new 
endeavor  should  be  able  to  create  new  members  by  its  own  strength  and 
breadth  of  outlook.  These  two  requirements  plus  the  limits  imposed  by 
our  own  charter  and  by-laws  seemed  to  reduce  the  fields  into  which  we 
could  venture. 
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A number  of  proposals  were  advanced,  talked  over,  and  laid  aside 
as  being  generally  ineffectual.  The  basis  of  most  proposals  was  to  try  to 
follow  one  of  the  original  concepts  of  the  Association  in  planning  aid  to 
aspiring  mechanics.  This  thinking  naturally  fell  into  the  pattern  of 
scholarships  for  mechanically  inclined  students,  and  as  a result  conversa- 
tions were  held  with  the  admission  officers  of  three  local  mechanical  or 
technical  schools.  While  these  schools  can  always  use  scholarships, 
preliminary  talks  showed  no  prospect  of  joining  with  them  in  any  way 
while  maintaining  our  separate  identity. 

Your  Committee  has  asked  in  a general  way  for  help  in  the  form  of 
suggestions  from  the  membership  but  all  thinking  seems  to  be  along  the 
same  line.  Our  problem  is  definitely  not  an  easy  one,  but  one  fact  is  very 
evident  and  that  is  we  must  start  somewhere  and  not  allow  our  planning 
to  stagnate.  Considerable  discussion  time  has  been  given  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a permanent  miniature  exhibit  of  up-to-date  building  materials 
and  methods.  Such  an  exhibit  has  been  very  popular  at  Carnegie  Techni- 
cal Institute  and  we  are  at  the  present  time  corresponding  with  the  Insti- 
tute to  see  if  it  is  something  in  which  we  could  participate.  However, 
with  the  feeling  that  one  activity  can  well  lead  to  another,  we  would  like 
the  membership  to  consider  something  like  the  Paul  Revere  Scholarship  — 
an  activity  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  — 
scholarship  loans  to  mechanical  or  technical  students.  This  would  consist 
of  financial  aid  to  students  at  the  lower  level  who  come  well  recommended 
by  their  school  faculties.  We  suggest  the  lower  level  because  government 
and  industrial  grants,  due  to  the  pressure  for  scientific  training,  will 
undoubtedly  take  care  of  upper  class  and  graduate  students.  We  would 
be  helping  youngsters  in  the  field  around  which  our  Association  has  been 
built  and  in  some  small  fashion  publish  the  proposed  good  works  of  the 
organization. 

By  doing  this  we  would  at  least  have  an  activity  to  which 
other  activities  may  be  added  or  as  the  times  dictate  even  this  one  dropped. 
Your  committee  feels  that  a start  must  be  made  somewhere  and  at  the 
present  time  this  seems  to  be  the  easiest  and  least  expensive  in  which  to 
engage.  In  recommending  consideration  of  the  foregoing  we  feel  that  the 
changes  to  be  experienced  in  the  near  future  will  have  a far-reaching  effect 
on  our  Association.  We  hope  every  member  will  accept  responsibility  for 
the  continuing  prosperity  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association. 

Mr.  James  Bagley  commented  on  the  excellence  of  the 
report  and  congratulated  the  Committee  for  its  efforts.  He 
then  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted  as  read  and  on  being 
seconded  the  motion  was  unanimously  voted  to  be  included 
in  the  records  of  the  meeting. 


The  President  informed  the  members  that  since  the  last 
meeting  there  was  a loss  of  one  of  the  members: 

George  H.  Nutting 

Died  October,  1957  — Retired  — Age  90  years 

and  asked  the  members  to  stand  in  a moment  of  silence  as  a 
tribute  to  his  memory. 

As  there  was  no  other  business  to  bring  before  the  meet- 
ing, the  meeting  adjourned  at  2.08  p.m.

GEOEGE  W.  HARVEY 

George  Wallace  Harvey  joined  this  Association  in  April,  1902,  as 
a life  member,  died  April  14,  1957,  age  eighty-nine  years,  nine  months 
and  twenty-nine  days. 

Mr.  Harvey  was  the  son  of  Wilbert  S.  and  Lydia  A.  Harvey  and  was 
born  in  Rockport,  Massachusetts.  He  received  his  education  in  the 
Rockport  schools  and  Comers  College  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Harvey  entered  the  business  world  as  a mason  and  formed  his 
own  company  in  1900.  His  first  contract  was  the  remodeling  of  the 
Houghton  & Dutton  Building  which  was  completed  without  interrupting 
the  store’s  business.  Mr.  Harvey  built  many  buildings  in  Boston  among 
which  was  10  Post  Office  Square,  the  twenty-one  story  Harvey  Building 
and  the  Textile  Building. 

Mr.  Harvey  was  a 32d  Degree  Mason,  and  member  of  the  Aleppo 
Temple  Shrine.  He  was  also  charter  member  of  the  Rockport  Country 
Club  and  a member  of  the  Master  Builders  Association  of  Boston.  He 
served  this  Association  on  the  Committee  of  Relief  for  the  years  1904, 
1905,  1906  and  on  the  Board  of  Government  in  1906,  1907,  1908. 

In  April,  1889,  he  married  Nellie  B.  Smith,  who  with  four  daughters 
survives. 


SOLON  B.  SMALL 

Solon  B.  Small  joined  this  Association  in  April,  1921,  and  died 
May  17,  1957,  age  eighty-four  years,  eight  months  and  two  days. 

Mr.  Small  was  the  son  of  John  W.  and  Izetta  Adams  Small  and  was 
born  in  Durham,  Maine.  He  received  his  education  in  the  Boston  Public 
Latin  School  and  entered  the  business  world  in  the  woodworking  industry. 

Mr.  Small  established  his  own  business  in  1901  in  which  he  continued 
interested  until  his  death. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  and 
Aleppo  Temple  Shrine.
